SUPERVISORS WILL 
SUPPORT OFFICERS 


Pledging their support to the peace 
officers of San Bernardino city and 
county, the Board .of Supervisors 
Wednesday refused to consider ac- 
tion that would be interpreted as a 
sign of dissatisfaction ‘with the man- 
ner in which the serious strike sit- 
uation was being handled. A confer- 
ence was held with Sheriff W. A. 
Shay yesterday. . 

Chairman A. G. Kendall of the 
supervisors, speaking for the board, 
indicated that every request of of- 
ficers for aid that can be rendered 
will be given but complaints from 
outside quarters regarding the of- 
ficers in thefr performance of duty 
will receive no toleration until the 
parties in turn live up to an agree- 
ment made at a conference between 
the shopcraft leaders and law of- 
ficers. 

The Six Federated Shopcrafts have 
failed to keep faith, according to a 
charge made by officers and those 
‘who have in the course of the strike 
followed developments, made to the 
Supervisors yesterday. 

Report Made of Conference 

Four weeks ago, after the first ser- 
fous rioting, a committee from the 
shopmen voluntarily requested a con- 
ference with city, county and _ fed- 
eral authorities, it is alleged. This 
was granted and the agreement 
reached included provisions: 

That the Law and Order Commit- 
tee of the shopmen work in conjunc- 
tion with law officers. 

That no arrests be made of men 
by this committee but that the names 
of the lawless be turned over to the 
sheriff in order that the shopcrafts 
have their ranks purged of the charge 
of chronic disorder. 

That the shopmen would uSe their 
utmost influence to discourage every 
attempt at violence. 

These pledges have not been kept, 
the officers say. The’ shopcrafts 
have conducted their investigation in 
accordance with their agreement, but 
with a far different end in view. 

The investigations have been made 
with the purpose of implicating of- 
ficers and disparaging enforcement 
of the law instead of conviction of 
‘thosé who were, transgressers, it is

and Order Committee devoting itself 
to the furtherance of propaganda 
against peace officers, it is alleged. 

The supervisors have reached the 
decision that no interference will be 
made with the officers but that they 
will be aided in every manner. 

“If anything the officers should be 
more firm than they are,” said Ken- 
dall.. “We want the public to know 
that reports disparaging the guard- 
jans of the peace will not be coun- 
tenanced by the board.”

Although thousands of motorists, move 
than ever bofere, are travelling across 
the continent in their own machines, other 
thousands are taking-long distance jumps 
by rail—but shipping their own cars with 
them, particularly for touring in Southern 
California. 

The shipping department of the Auto 
club is operated for the purpose of trats- 
porting automobiles for motorists at the 
lowest possible rates and at the least pos- 
sible trouble.

Richardson For Governor—Why? 

T the primary election to be held on 
the 29th of August the people will elect 

a governor. It is conceded that who- 

ever wins the Republican nomination 
will be elected in November, 

That means that the people must choose 
between Friend W. Richardson, at present 
state treasurer, and William D. Stephens, who 
has served two terms as governor. 

In making a choice between these two men, 
it is the duty of the voters, as we see it, 
to consider the official record of each; to 
determine whether Richardson or Stephen’ is 
the better qualified to give the people of the 
state a business administration. 

The question of likes and dislikes, as applied 
personally to the candidatés, should be laid 
aside. Sentiment should have no place in the 
thoughts of the voters on election day, .The 
people are the stockholders in their state 
government. ‘They are about to choose a man 
to administer their bysiness affairs. Too often 
in the past have the voters made serious mis- 
takes by electing men to public office on 
the basis of personal friendship, disregarding 
the paramount requirement of ability to per- 
form allotted tasks. 

Now let us examine the records of Richard- 
son and Stephens. 

Richardson—Has been in the service of the 
state for ten years. He was appointed State 
Printer by Governor Johnson. He fired the 
incompetents, and, with a reduced but efficient 
working force, saved the state thousands of 
dollars, reducing the cost of state s¢hool books 
3314 per cent. Two years later he was elected 
State Treasurer, which office he has filled for 
eight years. As state treasurer he established 
a record for economy with ‘efficiency not ex- 
celled by any state official. He is today 
conducting the office of state treasurer with 
exactly the same force he had eight years ago, 
notwithstanding the volume of business trans-, 
acted has increased four fold. By applying 
business ‘methods, and eliminating favoritism 
to ‘‘pet’’? banks, Richardson has handled state 
funds in such a manner as to bring to the 
people hundreds of thousands of dollars. 
Eeonomy and efficiency mark: every. act of 
Richardson’s official career. He has proven 
his. ability to give the people a business ad- 
ministration of their intricate affairs. 

Stephens--Has been governor for six years. 
When he became governor the biennial budget 
(under Governor Johnson) was $35,000,000. 
Today the biennial budget is $91,000,000, The 
number of state employes has been increased 
from 4,000 (under Governor Johnson) to nearly 
12,000. During the six-year period population 
has increased 25%; the cost of government has 
inereased 154%. Of the total increase of $56.- 
000,000 in six years, only $18,000,000 (for 
schools, ete.) was voted by the people, leaving 
an increase of $38,000,000 directly chargeable 
to the Stephens administration. No adminis- 
tration, in any state in the union, has a record 
for extravagance equal to that of the present 
administration in California. Every govern- 
ment function costs nearly twice as much as 
in other states’ even the maintenance of the 
states’ charitable institutions, largely due to 
padded pay rolls to make jobs for political 
lieutenants. Efficiency and economy are lost 
arts as far as the conduct of the state govern- 


ment is concerned.

Ontario and the surrounding dis- 
trict, long famous all over the United 
States as a citrus section, has with- 
in the past few years become equal- 
ly noted as a peach-raising and can- 
ning center. That the fame of On- 
tario’s deciduous canned fruits has 


travelled far beyond the confines of 


America has just become known in 
this city, to the surprise even of 
those who thought ‘themselves well 
posted on Ontario’s productions and 
business activities. 

It appears. that 
peaches are being shipped by the 
thousands of cases direct from this 
city to brokers in London and Liver-. 


pool, from which points they are 


apricots 


distributed all over Europe. 

The California Growers’ Associa- 
tion, Incorporated, which owns and 
runs one of Ontario’s great canneries, 
is this week shipping by truck to 
Los Angeles Harbor at San Pedro, 
and thence by ship by way of the 
Isthmus to England, 15,000 cases of 
canned peaches. Since the new pack 
about July 1, the Association has 
shipped in this way 30,000 cases of 
apricots and peaches to London and 
Liverpool, by the New Pacific. Mail 
and the Norton and Lilly lines of 
steamers, and will send over many 
thousand more cases before the close 
of the peach season. 

Tax Rate Decided Upon 

The City Council held an adjourned 
session on Thursday evening, at 
which the principal business was a 
discussion of an ordinance to fix the 
tax rate for the coming year. After 
some figuring the rate was fixed at 
$2 per hundred for the new city 
and $2.01 for the old city. This is 
somewhat less than that of last year, 
which was $2.13 for the new city and 
$2.17% for the old. The ordinance 
will receive its first reading at the 
next regular meeting of the council.

Wireléss telephone conversations be- 
tween trains moving at the rate of 
forty miles an hour and the Paris cen- 
tral station, which have been achieved 
in the last few days, hold out a prom- 
ise of greater safety for passengers, 
as well as a considerable diminution 
of intermediate signaling stations, 
ways an exchange.

APPLES LOCALLY 


According to present estimates an 
apple crop of at least 50,000 boxes

tricts during the present season. 
The packing of this huge crop has 
already commenced. In some of the 
packing houses in the district a few 
men are already employed in han- 
dling the early crop of Gravenstein 
apples. 

According to Fred A. White, a 
prominent apple grower in that dis- 
trict, the apple raisers this year in- 
tend to market all or a large part 
of their crop in Southern California. 
An organization for the handling of 
the apple and pear crops of Southern 
California was recently formed. 

Market Crop Here 

This organization plans to attempt 
to market the local crop in this sec- 
tion instead of shipping any of it 
out. Heretofore most of the apples 
have gone to points outside of this 
section and then northern apples 
have been shipped in to supply the 
Southern California demand. This 
arrangement has been of benefit to 
none except the railroads. 

That the Chino district has been 
very well favored this year, is the 
statement of Mr. White. The crop 
is estimated at about normal while 
in other districts estimates of 80 
per cent are considered high. It is 
reported from all apple-growing dis- 
tricts that worms are worse this sea- 
son than before. It is said that there 
are worms in the Chino district, but 
not in such numbers as are reported 
from other districts. 

Anticipate Good Returns 

Many of the growers are anticipat- 
tng receiving very good returns from 
their orchards this fall. At the pres- 
ent time the price is good and it is 
thought that with the new marketing 
arrangements/ now being worked out 
a good strong price can be maintain- 
ed throughout the winter. 

The crab apple crop is now prac- 
tically all harvested. The number 
of trees of this class is not large 
but they bore exceptionally well this 
season. Prices ranging from one and 
one-half to four cents per pound were 
received for this fruit.
